Employes at the Gettysburg post 
office on Monday delivered to some 
230 employers in the borough and 
along the five rural routes served 
from the local office the first forms 
in the nationwide process of setting 
up social security accounts for hun­ 
dreds of employes in this community 
from which old-age benefits will be­ 
gin to accrue next January I. 
Similar procedure was followed at 
45,000 other postofflces in the na­ 
tion as some five million business 
establishments received forms af­ 
fecting about 26 000,000 workers. 
City carriers delivered 169 of the 
employers’ forms Monday while 39 
others were placed in lock boxes at 
the post office. Rural carriers made 
delivery of about 30 of the forms to 
patrons. 
8 Have Filed 
The first employers’ cards were re­ 
turned Monday afternoon at the 
past office and each 
received a 
number. M. B. Prs zee was the first 
to fill out his card and make return 
to the post office and The Gettys­ 
burg Times was No. 2. 
The cards 
stated the name of the establish­ 
ment, the type of business, the num­ 
ber of employes and other general 
information. 
Eight local employers 
had returned their cards up to noon 
today. Saturday is the final day for 
making the return. 
The return of the employer forms 
properly filled out will give the lo­ 
cal postmaster in each community 
throughout the country information 
as to the number of employes in 
each business establishment. 
Upon receiving this information, 
each postmaster will count out the 
necessary number of employe appli­ 
cation blanks to meet the needs of 
each individual business establish- 
men and also an equivalent number 
of Informational folders so that each 
employe may be Informed as to the 
old-age benefits provisions and tl*j 
taxes under the act.

REM EM BER YOUR LOCAL HOSPITAL 
(Editorial in the Saturday Evening Post) 
Most cf us Hunk very little about cur voluntary hospitals—m ean­ 
ing thos^ supported privately, rather than by taxation—until some 
sudden emergency creates a pressing demand for their sendees. 
In 
many surgical cases, instant attention means the saving of a life that, 
without it. would be lost, 
For this reason, the closing cf a neighbor­ 
hood hospital is a local calam ity: and yet, in a recent twelvemonth. 
more than five hundred cities and towns were bereft of these safe­ 
guards of health and life because their hospitals went bankrupt and 
had to clooe their doors. 
The worst is seemingly over, we are told by a spokesman for the 
American Hospital association, and. as business improves, larger in­ 
comes will enable well-dispcsed persons to treat local institutions with 
greater liberality than has been possible for several years. 
Many cir­ 
cumstances have conspired to bring our neighborhood hospitals to their 
present pass. They have not only had fewer paying patients to care 
for than in normal times but they have had to do their best for an 
unusually large proportion of free patients. 
A hospital operation costs more than it ever did before, but it is 
worth more, for it gives results th at were not dreamed of a generation 
ago, Con ider the item cf radium alone. 
It comes high, but the hos­ 
pital rn lift have it. and whim it does, it must be at the disposal of the 
poorest patient as well as of the richest. Many types of equipment run 
into Im ga sums cf money, but the modern hosptal must not be with­ 
out them if it is to give its patients all the advantages of modern 
medical science. 
Moreover, both medicine and surgery become each 
year more highly specialized, and the up-and-coming restitution must 
not be without a staff large enough to give them proper representa­ 
tion. 
No matter how competently th r se hospitals are managed during 
the coming year. their out-of-pocket cost for the care of each patient 
ulU be at least fifty conus a day greater than it was last year. Dr. Bert 
W. Caldwell, cf the American Hospital association, has been making a 
survey of those costs. One considerable increase of outgo, he tells us, 
is due to the general restoration of the pay of employees to its old-time 
level, A it ill heavier drain is due to the increased cost of all staples, 
especially fuel, canned goods, dairy products and other foodstuffs. 
The bills for such indispensables are running about 18 per cent higher 
than a year or two ago. Thes-e increased costs are, to some extent, met 
by the greater proportion of paying patients, but charity service is still 
running high and promises to increase sharply before next spring.

Saint Chamas, France, Nov. 17 
(AP)—One of France’s biggest pow­ 
der factories blew up Monday, kill­ 
ing thirty-five persons and injuring 
more than 200. 
Army officers directing the rescue 
work said there were thirty-five 
known dead, including a man walk­ 
ing along the Istres-Saint Chamas 
road more than a mile from the 
scene who was killed by a stone 
hurled through the air by the ex­ 
plosion. 
Many of those injured were in se­ 
rious conditions, the officers said, 
some so badly mangled and scarred 
that identification was impossible. 
Blast Heard Ten Miles 
The entire town was shaken by 
the series of explosions which could 
be heard for ten miles throughout 
the countryside. 
The first thunderous blast in one 
of the storehouses sent a column of 
smoke and flames roaring into the 
sky. 
Before trapped workers in th© fac­ 
tory had time to run for their lives, 
the gendarmes said, a shower of 
flaming timbers struck the roofs of 
other storehouses and the factory 
itself, causing quick successive ex­ 
plosions. 
Buildings Flaming Ruins 
Within a few minutes the build­ 
ings were a pile of flaming ruins. 
A few of those injured who were 
not knocked senseless staggered from 
the burning buildings and collapsed 
in the arms of villagers.
